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ASSEMBLY LINE RACING 





Undoubtedly America’s foremost contribution to modern civiliza- 
tion has been mass production. Thanks to mechanisation and assembly 
line techniques our output per capita greatly exceeds that of any other 
country, in industry, agriculture and other fields of endeavor. Most 
important of all is the mechanical aptitude and application of the 
American worker. 

It is perhaps only natural that mass production methods should 
pervade other walks of life where quality is actually more important 
than quantity. We spend relatively more money on school buildings 
than on teachers‘ salaries, as though physical equipment were more 
important for education than intellectual equipment. The material 
rewards are much greater for advertising men than for authors, for 
builders than for architects, for photographers than for painters, for 
radio and television stars than for actors, and so on down the list. 

This same emphasis obtains in flat racing. In other countries of 
the world there is considerable variation between courses, many of 
which are adapted to the natural terrain so that they are both hilly and 
irregular in shape. Here we insist on courses that are perfectly flat and 
oval, practically all being either a mile or a half mile. Because of this 
uniformity there is tremendous interest in track records, :in fact it 
would appear that we take more interest in watches than in horses. 
In consequence track managements vie with one another to produce 
tracks that are fast, which often means tracks that break horses down. 
This obsession for uniformity has also produced the starting gate and 
the standing start which create additional hazards. 

Even more striking are the uniformity and mass production of our 
races. The principal object seems to be to get as many races as possible 
out of our horses and in as short a time. So we start them running 
before they are actually two years old. When they get older we keep 
the distances short so that horses can run almost every week. The 
shorter the race the less difference there is in performance and the 
greater the problem of the handicapper. So we take refuge in the 
claiming race where the trainer does his own handicapping. It also is 
designed for and encourages the cheaper grade of horse, since no owner 
wants to put a good or potentially good horse in a claimer—which in 
turn means a shortage of races for good horses. 

In the face of such criticism the usual reply is that this is the kind 
of racing the public wants—which means the betting public. The race 
goer who watches horses which run every week becomes familiar with 
their form and therefore bets more readily. The assumption is that 
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the public will accept any kind of 
racing, no matter how dull, as long 
as it offers a satisfactory betting 
medium. 

We think that this is a false as- 
sumption. As a matter of fact the 
signs of the times are quite the 
other way. America is undergoing 
a transformation, is becoming 
more and more interested in quali- 
ty. We see this in art, in literature, 
in fashions, in house furnishings, 
in automobiles, in countless other 
ways. Industry particularly rea- 
lises that quality is becoming all- 
important; the amount it spends 
in research and pure science is al- 
ready enormous and is increas- 
ing. 

We can be sure that the same 
tendency will spread to racing. 
There are, in fact encouraging 
signs that it has already done so. 
The rise of turf racing is particu- 
larly significant. The new turf 
course at Santa Anita is neither 
flat nor oval. Let those who talk 
about abolishing steeplechasing 
take heed. The public is more 
and more demanding an afternoon 
of racing with variety and quality 
as well as pari-mutuel windows.

Because of the heat and the report 
that trout were taking dry flies at Big 
Hunting Creek, I decided to forego a 
weekend of racing and see what I could 
do with a Light Cahill, or a size 16 Royal 
Coachman. Sometimes an Adams does

He and his associates put on a show that 
left witnesses groggy and reeling. 

Nashua took the Classic as was gener- 
ally predicted, but he didn’t do it ac- 
cording to script. 

Traffic Judge was only half a length 
back in a finish that had trainer J. Fitz- 
simmons (Sonny Jim’s son) worried, cau- 
sed rider Eddie Arcaro to be disappoint- 
ed, & inspired Bill Boland (Traffic Jud- 
ge’s jockey) to observe that if he had 
caught Nashua sooner “we would have 
beaten him.” 

Seven horses started in the mile event 
on July 16. Impromptu took the lead 
after the break with Nashua, Munchau- 
sen and Dedicate not far behind. 

The front one gradually stretched out 
his advantage until, with a quarter of a 
mile to go, he was four lengths on top. 
Nashua was second, Dedicate third and 
Munchausen fourth. 

Traffic Judge was sixth at this point. 

Nashua surged ahead in the straight- 
away and sawed the leader’s margin to 
one length at the eight pole. Traffic 
Judge also was moving. 

As Nashua sailed past Impromptu, 
Arcaro realized that the race wasn’t 
over: Traffic Judge was bearing down 
on him. Clifford Mooers’ colt continued 
to bear down right to the wire, but Nash- 
va still had that half a length when he 
had completed the course. Impromptu 
hung on for third. Dogoon was fourth. 

The $91,675 winner’s share gives Nash- 
ua 1955 earnings of $589,640. Citation 
racked up $709,470 as a three-year-old 
for a second-season record. 

The purse put Nashua in fifth place 
among the leading money-winning hor- 
ses of the world with $782,565. 

By *Nasrullah—Segula, by Johnstown, 
Nashua was bred by Belair stud and is 
owned by the same stable. 

Before the Classic, Nashua took the 
Flamingo, Florida Derby, Wood Memor- 
ial, Preakness, Belmont and Dwyer. He 
has won 8 races and was second once in 
9 starts. 

Last year he won 6 of 8 and was sec- 
ond in 2. 

After his Chicago triumph, Nashua 
was shipped to Saratoga for a rest. 

Swaps will be in Chicago next week. 


Without too much trouble, E. Asbury’s 
Insouciant took the Modesty Handicap, 
on July 11. The three-year-old filly 
scored by two lengths over Cajole, with 
Queen Hopeful third. The favorite, Arab 
Actress, was in close quarters early and 
finished fourth. 

Insouciant, by *Nasrullah—Gala Belle, 
by *Sir Gallahad II, earned $13,850 for 
her owner-breeder. Howard Wells trains 
the filly and B. Fisk had the ride in the 
Modesty. 


Saratoga-at-Jamaica 

The Wilson Handicap at three-quar- 
ters of a mile used to be the Wilson 
Stakes at eight furlongs. The changeover 
came when the race was made a part of 
Saratoga’s Long Island meeting. 

Mr. Turf, the property of Mr. J. J. 
Aimel, who owns Count Turf and the 
Turf Cafe, scampered to a one-length 
victory in this seasons running, July 16. 

The six-year-old horse collected $15,- 
300 for beating Hartsville, Squared 
Away and Bobby Brocato to the wire. 
The Amiel representative was the fav- 
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orite at 2.70 to 1. Tahiti, a close second 
choice, finished fifth. 

By Sun Again, from the *Sir Gallahad 
III mare, Thine, Mr. Turf has started 
8 times this year, winning 3 races and 
running second in 3. His earnings add 
up to $28,750. He was fourth in the Car- 
ter. 

Frank J. Kearns trains for Amiel. J. 
Nichols had the mount in the Wilson. 








Mrs. J. A. Goodwin’s Oil Painting 
made it three wins in a row when she 
registered effortlessly in the six-furlong 
Champlain Handicap, on July 11. 

Six lengths behind the winner came 
Canadiana, with Evening Out and Some- 
time Thing next in line. 

The $11,500 purse put the four-year-old 
filly at $39,025 for 1955. She has won 
3 races, been second twice and third 
twice in 7 races. 

She won the Distaff Handicap at Aqu- 
educt on June 20.

Happy Hill Farm’s Prince Regent Sets New Track 
Record to Win National Maiden Hurdles

The first week of Monmouth Park’s 
three weeks of hurdle racing was clim- 
axed by the brilliant performance of 
the Happy Hill Farm’s Prince Regent in 
the third running of Monmouth’s edition 
of the National Maiden Hurdle series. 
Cleverly handled by Daniel Delaunay, 
the 5-year-old Princequillo-Miss Marker 
gelding covered the one mile and three 
quarters over hard turf and 10 hurdles 
to establish a new course record of 3:- 
1625 seconds. The record-breaking run 
removed two and 34 seconds from the 
mark established last year by Mrs. C. 
E. Adams’ ill-fated Escargot. 


The new mark was forced by John M. 
Schiff’s home-bred, Spit’n Polish, which 
took command after Morris H. Dixon’s 
Pine Shot faltered the front-running 
chore after the 4th hurdle. Leading by 
2 lengths over the 8th obstacle, Flint 
Schulhofer and Spit’n Polish found their 
advantage diminishing as the eventual 
winner closed in a determined manner. 
Leading over the final hurdle by a % 
length, Spit’n Polish bobbled and could 
not recover his full stride in the short 
stretch run, a factor which permitted 
Prince Regent to coast under the wire a 
34's of a length victor. Coupled with 
the winner was the J. V- H. Davis-trained 
entry, Allison Stern’s Irish Pageant fin- 
ished third, 4% lengths off the hard- 
pushed leaders. 

Having annexed Belmont Park’s edi- 
tion of the National Maiden Hurdle 
Stake series and soundly thwarting 7 
contenders in the Monmouth issue in re- 
cord-breaking time under 163 pounds, 
Mrs. Cortright Wetherill’s hurdler has 
lived up to his name and is heir appar- 
ent to this season’s hurdle honors. A 
winner of 4 of his 5 starts this year, 
Prince Regent appears ready to emulate 
Neji’s feat of last year, when the Hunt- 
ers Moon IV gelding annexed all three 
of the National Maiden Hurdle series. 

The popular victory of the Happy 
Hill Farm’s hurdler in Friday’s stake 
made it two straight for the Newtown 
Square, Pa., stable and trainer J. V. H. 
“Bobby” Davis, as Marcheast proved the 
best of a field of 12 in a 1% mile claim- 
ing event on Thursday. Making his 1955 
debut with a claiming tag of $4,500, the 
not-too-sound hurdler scored a 2 lengths 
decision over Mrs. C. E. Adams’ Big 
Clown in the well-filled event. 

Returning to the races as fit as hands 
could make him the 8-year-old gelding, 
by the late Easton, was rated off Mary 
A. Rumsey’s Soggarth and Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Indian Fire in the early stages. 
When called upon by A. P. “Paddy” 
Smithwick after the 5th hurdle, the vet- 
eran responded to open a 2 length adv- 
antage, which was increased to 3 as they 
sailed over the 9th and final obstacle. 
Big Clown, 3rd by a head to Mrs. M. G. 
Walsh’s Crag over the final hurdle, 
answered Scott Riles urging but was no 
threat to the winner, although he bested 
Crag by a head at the wire for place 
honors. Running over a hard course, the 
winner registered 2:4045 for the route. 

Monmouth Park’s hurdle season got 
off to an auspicous start on Tues., July 
12, when 15 entiries were filed for the 


Palisades Purse, a 142 mi. allowance ev- 
ent. Despite the large number of flat 
horses on the grounds, the hurdle race 
was the only event on the overnight 
sheet with an “also eligible” list. This 
was gratifying to the large number of 
steeplechase and hurdle racing ethus- 
iasts which came from far and wide for 
the luncheon party given by Amory L. 
Haskell, president of the northern New 
Jersey course.

The winner of the opening event turn- 
ed up in Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Basilia, a 
3-year-old filly which won her first two 
starts over hurdles at Southern Pines, 
N. C., and Camden, S. C., this past spring. 
Carrying the feather of 131 pounds, 
composed mainly of Kenneth Field, the 
filly was 7th in the field over the first 
hurdle. Running on her own she as- 
sumed command over the final hurdle 
as Mrs. Wm. Coxe Wright’s front-run- 
ning French Field started to tire. Re- 
sponding to Field’s well judged hand- 
ling, she increased her advantage in the 
stretch run to win by 3 lengths over 
Mrs. C. Paul Denckla’s Songai. The lat- 
ter, making his debut over hurdles, 
ran a game race to gain the place award 
a neck to the good of French Field. 
E. F. O’Connell’s Jeanoc, absent from

MONMOUTH MOMENTS 

Happy Hill Farm’s Prince Regent, win- 
ner ot 4 of nis 5 starts over nurdles this 
season and a course record-setter in the 
Monmouth National Maiden Hurdle 
diake, probably owes his life and en- 
vious career to the “safety wings” used 
at Monmouth Park. While being “made’ 
last year by trainer Bobby Davis, the 
thén green nurdler tried to duck out dur- 
ing a schooling session. Despite the ef- 
forts of Dave Thomas, Prince Regent 
crashed through a wing, completely dem- 
olishing both post and planking. Fort- 
unately the easily-broken “Homasote” 
material disintegrated and neither horse 
or rider sustained a scratch. These “safe- 
ty wings’, designed by track superin- 
tendent Everitt Wilson and Chris Wood, 
Jr., director of hurdle racing, have been 
in use at Monmouth Park since hurdle 
racing started 5 years ago... For the 
first time this year the “lepping brig- 
ade” had the laugh on the flat racing 
participants when the Tuesday, July 12, 
entry sheet came out with the hurdle 
race listed as the only one on the 9 
race card with an “also eligible’”’ list. 

. Of the 21 horses schooled over hurd- 
les at Monmouth Park on Saturday, July 
9, no less then 9 were receiving their 
first school at a major course for the 
stewards approval to race . . . Amateur 
rider Charles “Chuck” Jelke has pur- 
chased Tourist Trade, one of the last 
of the *Tourist Il get, from W. Burling 
Cocks. Well schooled at Cocks’ Union- 
ville, Pa., farm, the newcomer will make 
his hurdle debut at Monmouth in Mrs.

By winning the Grand Prix de Paris 
at Longehamp on June 26, Madame Vol- 
terra’s Phil Drake became the sixth 
horse ever to add victory in that valu- 
able stake to a previous success in the 
Epsom Derby. 

The Derby, which was instituted as 
early as 1780, and the Grand Prix de 
Paris, with a history going. back to 1863, 
have long been regarded as the most 
important races confined to three-year- 
olds in England and France respectively. 
It goes without saying that only a horse 
of exceptional ability can win both. 

Phil Drake did so, however, and in 
both events his victory was overwhelm- 
ing. He made up twenty lengths on the 





The Grand Prix de Paris is probably 
the most gruelling test for three-year- 
olds run anywhere in the world. Every 
yard of the one mile and seven furlongs 
is run at a true pace and year after year 
only three or four horses manage to stay 
the distance. Others might have the 
stamina were the race to be run in the 
Autumn, but June comes too early for 
them. 

Palmer, who rated Phil Drake admira- 
bly throughout, asked the Volterra colt 
for his effort just after passing the quar- 
ter pole. 

The response was immediate, Phil 
Drake’s long powerful stride, which had 
devastated Panaslipper at Epsom, com-

distance, set by Take My Tip in the 
Same race twenty-nine years earlier, was 
shattered by 2.24 seconds.

Most of Phil Drake’s measurements 
were given in my article covering the 
Epsom Derby. It only remains to be said 
that he had improved greatly in appear- 
ance during the intervening four and a 
half weeks. A bold and noble head sets 
off his beautifully proportioned neck 
and, with his big frame, ” looked every 
inch a champion. Phil Drake outclassed 
his opponents as surely in the parade 
as he did in the race. 

The Grand Prix de Paris was the sec-

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Master National Horse 
Disaster $500,000 


Insurance Fund Policy 


National President Irving Gushen of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent & Protec- 
tive Association announced today that 
virtually all details involved in the es- 
tablishment of a $500,000 Master Nation- 
al Horse Disaster Insurance Fund Policy 
have been completed. Gushen, who re- 
cently returned home from a visit to 
four HBPA divisions, New York, New 
Jersey, Illinois and California, stated 
that 90% of the racing associations in 
this country have either sent in their 
checks or have definitely committed 
themselves to participate in this fund 
which will give horsemen protection 
never before available to them on a 
national scale. Therefore, the policy is 
now in force. 

The policy covers all horses at recog- 
nized racetracks in this country against 
fire, death caused by fire, or hurricanes, 
up to $10,000 for any one horse. The 
master policy, which was underwritten 
by Lloyd’s London, was obtained through 
the Association’s Underwriters, Inc. of 
Baltimore, Md. An effort is also being 
made to include all the horses racing at 
recognized Canadian tracks under this 
policy. 

“T think that this policy will serve the 
best interests of the racetrack manage- 
ments as well as the horsemen,” said 
President Gushen in making the an- 
nouncement. “This policy eliminates the 
necessity of staging extra races, special 
contributions, etc. during the time of a 
national disaster.” 

All of the checks and money received 
to defray the expenses of this plan have 
been deposited in a separate bank ac- 
count and a separate bank, the National 
Shawmut Bank of Boston, and any rac- 
ing association contributing to the fund 
has the right to ask for a statement 
showing the dispositions of this fund at 
any time. Furthermore, copies of this 
master policy are being prepared and 
will be sent out to all of the tracks par- 
ticipating. 

“In conclusion I would like to express 
my sincere thanks and appreciation on 
behalf of the HBPA to the racetrack 
managements participating in this plan. 
Their response has been most encourag- 
ing, It is another example of what can 





be accomplished by the cooperation be- 
tween the tracks and the horsemen in 
the settling of problems that effect both 
sides.” 

Disastrous fires in Detroit, Chicago, 
Phoenix and at Lincoln Downs in Rhode 
Island have placed a heavy burden on 
the HBPA in the past year and hastened 
the establishment of a Master National 
Disaster Fund Policy. For instance, dur- 
ing the year 1954 alone the HBPA had 
a? forced to raise more than $100,000 
for fire relief. 

As a consequence the National Board 
of Directors have spent many long hours 
on this problem trying to work out the 
best possible deal for the horsemen. Any 
number of insurance agents and repre- 
sentatives were put to work on the 
problem and the best coverage possible 
obtained. In fact, no such coverage has 
ever been available before.

Both Vimy and Rapace came into the 
race with good credentials having prov- 
ed easy winners of the Prix Noailles and 
Prix Hocquart respectively.

Rapace is from the first crop of the 
Djebel stallion Djefou, who was just a 
useful racehorse himself. Comte Fran- 
cois de Ganay, who owns Rapace, has 
but two other horses in training. The 
Prix du Jockey Club was worth $44,350 
to him. 

Palmer, who rode Phil Drake in the 
Epsom Derby and Grand Prix de Paris, 
was on Rapace at Chantilly and thus 
completed a wonderful treble of big race 
successes in the space of five weeks. 
Rae Johnstone, who won the same three 
events in 1948, is the only other jockey 
to accomplish such a feat since the War. 

The Prix de Diane, French equivalent 
of the Epsom Oaks, was run at Chantilly 
the Sunday before the Prix du Jockey 
Club. The Diane has always been a race 
for surprises and the 1955 race provided 
another, with M. M. Goodchaux’s Douve 
running home a 38 to 1 winner. Douve, 
who had not managed to win any of her 
three previous races, covered the mile 
and five sixteenths in the respectable 
time of 2 minutes 13.4 seconds. 

Jean Deforge, the nineteen-year-old 
apprentice rider of Douve at Chantilly, 
also won the Poule d’essai des Poulains 
on M. Fabiana’s Klairon. This race is to 
the colts what the ‘“Pouliches” is to the 
fillies. Both events are run over a mile 
on the same afternoon. Klairon won his 
race in 1 minute 40.76 seconds, almost 
a second faster that the time returned 
by Dictaway. The colt had previously 
finished a close third in the English 
Two Thousand Guineas and is undoub- 
edly a very smart miler.

A. B. “Happy” Chandler, campaigning 
for the Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, last week promised 
repeal of the higher pari-mutuel tax 
rate enacted by the General Assembly 
last year if he is elected. 

Speaking in Lexington, he charged that 
the incumbent administration, which is 
supporting Bert T. Combs for the nom- 
ination, “took pleasure” in burdening 
non-profit Keeneland with the additional 
taxes. And Mr. Chandler, former Gover- 
nor, Senator and Baseball Commissioner, 
was warmly applauded when he declared: 

“And I’m going to undo that business, 
too.” 

In the meantime a group calling itself 
“Horsemen for ‘Happy’” has been or- 
ganized to solicit support for Mr. Chand- 
ler. This is the first time, at least in 
recent years, that any organized group 
of horsemen has attempted to wield poli- 
tical influence in the State. 

The organization purports to represent 
Thoroughbred interests, who, it charges, 
“have been ignored and in some instan- 
ces have actually been hurt by the in- 
cumbents;” Standardbred owners, breed- 
ers and trainers, who, according to the 
group’s prospectus, “resent the action of 
the Kentucky State Fair Board in build- 
ing a $16,000,000 Fair Grounds with no 
track or provisions for harness racing;” 
and Saddlebred exhibitors who, to quote 
again from the organization’s news re- 
lease, “are stunned by the terrible stab- 
ling offered them by the same State 
Fair Board.”

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The Inter-Branch Pony Club Rally in 
Canada was a memorable affair. The 
Baltimore-Harford Branch of the U. S. 
Pony Clubs, Ltd., were joyously wel- 
comed back for the third year and the 
Somerset Hills Branch from New Jersey 
came with a powerful small team which 
made an outstanding showing. Three 
Ontario Branches sent teams and Quebec 
was represented by Montreal (the host 
Branch for the Rally, and also the 
Knowlton Branch. This totaled 55 riders 
with either horses or ponies and an 
additional 26 under title of Team Capt- 
ains or stable helpers. 

Make-up of teams differed from the 
recent U. S. Pony Club Rally. Up to 8 
riders were permitted on regular mem- 
ber teams—these could be either C or B 
grade. The associate section for riders 
over 16 years and under 21 permitted 
entry of three man teams or individuals. 

This year, H. J. O’Connell’s Mont Gab- 
riel Club was the site for the Rally. The 
setting,in the heart of the Laurentian 
Mountains, was indeed beautiful. The 
competition was built around Three 
Day Events for C’s, B’s and Associates 
with considerable emphasis on stable 
care. 

The Branch Trophy for the best 
scoring large Regular Member Team was 
won by the Montreal Branch. Somerset 
Hills won the Small Regular Team Tro- 
phy. The London Hunt Branch won the 
Associate Team Trophy and Bob Shea 
of the Eglinton Hunt Branch, Toronto, 
won the Associate Individual Trophy 
and also the gold medal for the top 
Individual in the Associate section. Gold 
medalist for B grade was Janet Burns 
of the Toronto and North York Hunt 
Branch and Donald Hebb from the Balti- 
more-Harford Club in Maryland won the 
gold medal for C’s. Silver and bronze 
medals were also awarded. 

London retired the Branch Display 
Trophy having won it twice before this 
time with a display of medieval jousting. 

The much coveted Stable Management 
Trophy for which all work so hard, 
went to the Somerset Hills Club. Mrs. 
Dean Bedford, District Commissioner of 
the Baltimore-Harford Branch, handled 
the stable inspection superbly; was very 
strict in her markings, but very helpful 
in explaining the children’s errors to 
them, so her department was the most 
educational one at the Rally. 

Adult demonstrations of the three 
Dressage tests were given on the first 
day with competitors doing these tests 
on the day following. London’s Janet 
Spenceley rode a strange horse as her 
own showed lameness. She won the 
Associate Dressage, but this change of 
horse disqualified her for placement 
in the Associate 3-Day Event. Dressage 
performances for all three grades were 
good and showed Pony Club members to 


be on the right track and no longer 
afraid of the word “Dressage”. The 
tests were simple in their demands for 
a well trained horse ridden under con- 
trol and planning, but true collection 
and extension were not called for nor 
any movements on two-tracks. The train- 
ing aimed in this direction is not such 
as might mix up or spoil a horse, yet 
riders receive a basic understanding 
which enables them to go further with 
Dressage if their interests lie in that 
direction. 

The Cross-Country phase certainly 
separated contestants. Two B’s and four 
Associates were eliminated for cutting 
boundary flags—the tiny flags near the 
ground placed on the approach and 
landing side of obstacles which were 
very hard to see. Many others in the 
B Cross-Country received heavy penal- 
ties for not crossing the finish line 
mounted. Quite a few lost a lot for over- 
time on roads and trails, this mostly as 
some children elected to lead their 
horses up and down the mountain and 
doubtless were thinking of time being 
important in the cross-country jumping 
rather than the roads and trails part. 
The course was difficult in that the hills 
were taxing, but the obstacles were far 
from difficult and these were negotiated 
well. If hard on the children, it certain- 
ly impressed on them the importance 
of learning the course and rules, which 
may help both countries at future Olym- 
pics. 

The “B” Cross-Country with 21 con- 
testants saw scores widely spread from 
plus 18 garnered by the co-winners, 
Fred McCashin of Somerset Hills; Janet 
Burns of the Toronto and North York 
Hunt, Aurora; and Mary Iliff of the 
Baltimore-Harford Club, Maryland, to 
minus 317.5. Only seven riders finished 
with a plus score. Most impressive per- 
formance was that of Eglinton’s Associ- 
ate rider, Bob Shea, who completed the 
cross-country jumping course in 
3:17 6/10 minutes. Time allowed for the 
course was over 6 minutes. 

The courses for the Stadium Jumping, 
the third phase of the 3-Day Event, were 
excellent-colourful-interesting and just 
sufficiently demanding after the cross- 
country the day before to provide a 
good contest. Penny Robertson of the 
Eglinton Branch won the C section. 
There was a five way tie for B’s between 
Lee Levering and Susan Archer, both 
from Maryland, David Conacher, Eg- 
linton, Patricia Norris, Montreal, and 
Joanne Mitchell from the London Hunt 
Branch. Winner in the Associate section 
was Timothy Wright from London. 
Canadian boys and girls were delighted 
to meet and compete against those 
from the U. S. A. and I certainly hope 
this International spirit can be continued 
at future Inter-Branch Rallies in Canada. 
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At a general meeting of the Canadian 

Pony Club Advisory Board held at the 

Rally, the London Hunt Branch, London, 

Ontario accepted the responsibility of 

being host for next year’s Rally.

The Canadian ‘Seteeteeneh Pony Club 
Rally, held for the past 18 years in 
Ontario or Quebec, has proved to be of 
such splendid assistance in illustrating 
standards of Pony Club grades that the 
Canadian Pony Club Advisory Board 
would like to assist Branches too distant 
to send a representative. At a meeting 
of the Board during the recent Rally 
it was agreed that it funds were avail- 
able a scholarship of part-paid expenses 
to the Rally be awarded to distant 
regions each year. Such an award is to 
commence for the British Columbia 
Region which now has three recognized 
branches, the award to be made to the 
top individual of the region, and to be 
decided upon at an Inter-Branch Rally 
for the region.

Santa Cruz Three Phase Event 





Herman Friedlaender 


Fourteen entries took part in the third 
annual Three Phase Event contest for 
the Marion Hollins Memorial Challenge 
Trophy at the Santa Cruz Horse Show 
on June 11-12. Three teams competed 
in the “A” or green horse division, plus 
two individuals not on teams. Three 
horses and riders participated in the 
“B” division with slightly more difficult 
requirements. 

The AHSA Test A dressage was won 
by Franklyn Downton of Atherton rid- 
ing for the Los Altos Hunt Team on her 
six-year-old Holstein mare Golden Ar- 
row, imported from Germany two years 
ago. At the end of the dressage prase, 
the Los Altos team was in first place 
only 22.3 points in front of last year’s 
champions, the Pebble Beach Team and 
68.3 points in front of the Stanford Red 
Barn Team. 

The “B” division dressage require- 
ments seemed to be a little beyond the 
degree of training of the three entries 
and there was little difference to choose 
from placing them. The very promising 
14-year-old Phillip Durbrow riding Miss 
Jean Menken’s mare Tiffany and Chan 
Turnley on the brilliant Anglo-Arab 
mare Cold Tea, owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Pat Humphries of Fresno, were tied for 





the horse to take off on a down hill 
slope and land on the age uphill side. 
A liverpool type obstacle also accounted 
for a few penalties. Part of the Santa 
Cruz course is built around and through 
the infield of a half-mile race track. 
During the course the horse is taken 
several times over the track fence under 
varying conditions, none of which could 
be called really difficult. Nevertheless, 
these track fence jumps caused more 
trouble than anything else. All in all 
the performances were very good over 
this “A” course of 14 obstacles, none of 
which was over 3’3” and all designed 
for “green” horses. At the end of the 
cross-country phase, the Stanford Red 
Barn Team was out of the running due 
to the elimination of Leigh Wheeler, 
and the Los Altos Team was still ahead 
—now by 32.3 points. 

The 2-mile “B” division over 21 ob- 
stacles also had its disappointments. 
Two of the riders—Chan Turnley and 
Jerry Criblez, had to be eliminated after 
missing the first element of an in-and- 
out between some trees. This was made 
doubly disappointing inasmuch as both 
had had otherwise clear rounds. It was 
then only necessary for Phil Durbrow 
to “get around” in order to win. How- 
ever, Phil gave the mare Tiffany an ex-

first place with 73 penalty points each. 
For the purposes of making awards in 
the class, the judge ruled Cold Tea the 
winner on the basis that the rider made 
several “errors of the course” without 
which he would have had the better 
performance score. 

Unfortunately, the 2-mile cross coun- 
try course took a disappointing toll in 
both divisions. In the “A” section, young 
Leigh Wheeler of the Stanford Red Barn 
Team riding in her first three phase 
competition failed to go between the 
flags in jumping a bank, did not correct 
the error and had to be eliminated, after 
an otherwise very nice round. There 
were some points lost through refusals 
at the “Klettergraben,” a large log in 
the bottom of a small ravine, requiring 


cellent ride and covered the course 
without fault. 

On Sunday the “A” stadium jumping 
course at 3’6” gave very little trouble 
to most of the contestants, eight having 
faultless rides. Tommy Bunn on So Big 
with the best time was adjudged the 
winner. The water jump accounted for 
most of the trouble encountered in the 
course. When the scores were added up, 
the Los Altos Team had captured the 
trophy only 3/10 of a point ahead of the 
Pebble Beach Team! 

Over-all individual winner of the “A” 
division—and a very popular win—was 
R. W. Decker, captain of the Los Altos

U. S. Polo Clubs 
Invited To Mexico

Invitations are now going out from the 
Mexican Polo Association to U. S. Clubs 
that are able to field teams of about 25 
goals (not less than 20-goal teams since 
no more than a 5 goal handicap will be 
accorded any team). These U. S. Club- 
teams are invited to play 3-game series 
in eight days (Sunday, Thursday, Sun- 
day) against one or more Mexican teams 
of about the same handicap. They may 
go to Mexico any time between Novem- 
ber 1955 and May 1956, provided Mexico 
has not reserved the time they select 
fc: another visiting foreign team. Only 
one team can be received at a time, so 
the U. S. Clubs had best get their replies 
in as quickly as possible to avoid con- 
flicting dates. 

The Mexican Polo Association will pay 
for ten days lodging and food for four 
players and four grooms, as well as sup- 
plying additional grooms.

This last 
invitation goes directly to the U. S. Polo 
Association which then selects the team 
of players most worthy to represent the 
entire country.

Racing in Mexico 


American visitors to the equestrian 
events of the Pan American Games back 
in March were graciously treated to an 
afternoon at the races while in Mexico 
City by Mrs. Deborah Rood Everitt, own- 
er of the beautiful Hipodromo de las 
Americas, Mexico’s principal race track. 
Mrs. Everitt, a well known figure in 
Eastern show and hunt circles before 
the war, has lived in Mexico for the past 
12 years. 
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Excellent opportunities exist at the 
Hipodromo in Mexico City for American 
racing interests to try untested and new 
prospects at much less the cost than in 
the States. The Hipodromo, overlooking 
General Mariles’ Escuela Mexicana de 
Equitacion, is a modern track with a 
Grand Stand, well appointed Jockey 
Club, a general capacity of 15,000, and 
all the facilities and equipment of the 
better tracks in the States. Fireproof 
stabling exists for up to 900 horses. 


Racing is held four days a week, ten 
months of the year from October 
through July. “Stars” are almost non- 
existant, so that a horseman can count 
on running a horse as often as he en- 
ters. Purses total $750,000 for the sea- 
son and, though not large by U. S. stan- 
dards, are quite ample in terms of Mexi- 
can costs. Also, a horse’s earning power 
is greatly increased by the number of 
races in which he can compete in a sea- 
son. 

Racing costs and expenses are amaz- 
ingly low in Mexico. Help of all kinds 
can be had per month for about one half 
the cost per week at American tracks, 
and the cost of feeding a horse is about 
one third what it is in the States. Apart- 
ments and living costs for owners are 
also much less. There is a great demand 
among Mexican riders for thoroughbred 
stock, creating a ready market for any 
horses which do not show much racing 
prospects. — J. H.F.
